Ballin's 



The Capital City 



A great many of the deaf, who pon- 
dered the title of Ballin's book while 
it was yet in manuscript, deplored the 
title it was to assume — "The Deaf- 
as indicating some 
t of hurt that caused pain and a 
isequent blatant blubber of dismay. 
The title is a misnomer, if the above 
understanding affected any deaf-mute 
in an adverse way, for a reading of the 
tome will satisfy any of the disgruntled 
and suspicious ones that it is in no 
way directed at their undoing. 

It is in reality a very readable book, 
couched in grammatical language, and 
is a quite expressive literary produc- 
tion. Its sentences are clear and co- 
gent, and there is not the slightest 
attempt to befuddle the mind with 
pompous diction. 

The expressed object is to extol the 

language of signs, and to commend 

them as a medium of thought expres- 

.i, aside from its value in developing 

the mentality of the deaf. 

The author has been totally deaf 
since the age of three years, has always 
used the sign-language, and the excel- 
lent phraseology of the book is proof 
positive that the claim, so often made 
by the pure oralist — that signs are a 
deterrent to the acquisition of English 
— is entirely wrong. Gestures em- 
phasize verbal expression, but never 
hinder it. Whether the deaf read 
"lip-signs" or clear-cut signs made by 
the hands and arms, the mental re- 
sult is similar — provided the meanings 
of phrases formed by lip motions are 
understood. The sign-language is 
never misunderstood. Pure-oral teach- 
ing should be limited to instruction of 
semi-mutes and the partly deaf.

Now the 
talking pictures have all but dis- 
i laced the picture with printed titles 
and 3,000,000 deaf persons in the 
United States alone are denied the 
advantages that had come to them. 

Their cause has been championed 
by the superintendents and princi- 
pals of schools for the deaf who are 
attending a convention here. Yes- 
teiday a committee was appointed 
to confer with moving-picture pro- 
ducers to see if it cannot induce 
them to retain the printed titles 
even though the shadow actors do 
talk. It is believed by some of 
those attending the convention that 
this can be b. ought about. 

On the other hand, it has long 
been the talk of uioviedom that the 
picture without a single printed 
word in it was to be the perfect pic- 
ture of the future. And this already 
has largely come about. Will what 
the moving picture people consider 
art be sacrificed for the benefit of 
those who cannot hear? Ot can the 
producers be induced to believe that 
ait dues not lie entirely in the 
spoken word? 

The matter is sure to be one to 
attract wide attenion . There an- a 
lav critics who hold that the talkies 
are no improvement ovei the silent 

pictures, but the tendency is almost 
completely the other way, and even 
with the news reel the "talking re- 
porter" has come to tell what it is 
all about, so that desciiptive lines in 
such cases are omitted. And, what 
makes it still worse for the deaf, 
the "talking reporter" is but a voice- 
heard as the picture is shown. The 
reporter himself is not pictured in 
the act ot talking so that the cleat 
can read his lips. 

The old -fashioned silent pictures 
were even better entertainment to 
the deaf and to hearing persons in 
the audiences, and the deaf could 
lead the lips of the actor*. Hut 
this, in m-inv instances, especially 
in the eailv dav s of the movies, was 
a doubtful advantage for in im- 
provising lines to keep their months 
and tongues in motion the actors 
would sometimes say ii relevant 
things, which the deaf were epiick 
to detect . 

The movement started here 
recently to retain the primed lines 
in talking moving pictures will no 
doubt become a much discussed 
issue in the moving picture in- 
dustry.— Evening '/'fit-graph, Colo- 
rado Springs.

He called 01 
three of the business places and ob- 
tained goods under false pretenses and 
decamped for parts unknown, leaving 

no clues behind him. His represen 
tations made to the proprietors proved 
so convincing that they fell for them. 
Hie victims are, as a COnaeOjUence, 
minus thirty dollars or over. 

Mr Payne is married, and his wile 
navels with him in a Pontine sedan 
that carries a Tennessee tag, whose 
number is unknown. They carry a 
cooking outfit along, which is conve- 
niently fastened to the running board 
on the left side of the vehicle. When 
not working, Mr. Payne sells milk 
bottle caps to drug stores and rtstau 
rants to defray traveling expenses. 

The Florida Mission for the Deaf, 
of which Mr. Frank E. Philpol, of 
this city, is the superintendent, is hot 

on Mr. Payne's trail and hoi>es he will 
shortly be apprehended if he is still 
hiding in the state. 

Commenting on the merchants' 
Mr Phllpott states: "Some 
timd ago the Mission sounded a warn- 
ing to hxal business men to be on the 
lookout for impostors and report at 
ome to the organization if suspicion 
UOUSed, but some way 01 other 
they seemed to be slow in realising 
that our service was at their disposal. 
The incident of last Saturday could 
have been easily avoided if the vic- 
tims had sent for the Mission official 
to confirm or deny Mr. Payne's status 
as a "customer." 



For almost a thousand years, the 
monastery ol St. Bernard has guard- 
ed the great St Bernard Pass 
through the verv high Alps. Dur- 
ing snowstorms the bells of the 
monastery can be heard ringing 
over the- si.eut mountains. The 
gates swing open and the big 
St. Bernard dogs go out to help 

lost travelers. These dogs have 
saved the lives of thousands of 
persons. 

The St. Bernard doc.s ate verv 
strong, bright animals They are 
three feet high. Their reddish-brown 
fur is verv- heavy to protect them 
from the great cold of the high moun- 
tains. They have- a very sharp sense 
of smell. 

The dogs are trained by the 
monks of St. Bernard to rescue 
persons in the mountains. When 
the dogs are two years old, they are 
trained to do rescue work. 

After a storm the gates of the 
monastery swing open. The dogs 
have little barrels of food and medi- 
cine fastened to their collars. Ovei 
tin- snowy mountains they trot. Up 
a steep icy slope they climb. Down 
into a vallev thev slip. When alloc. 
finds a lost traveler, it comes close to 
him. He unfastens the little barrel, 
He 'engthened by the food and 
medicine. The dog leads him to tin 
monastery. 

Sometimes the St. Bernard dog 
funis a person who is buried deep m 
the snow. The dog d-gs and scratch- 
es the snow with its paws. Finallv 
it reaches the person. It drags him 
as far as it. can. Thin it barks until 
help comes from the monastery. 
Sometimes the dog returns to the 
monastery and brings help back to 
the traveler. 

Main p rsons are lost each vcai 
in the Alps. The deep snow covers 
holes into which climbers fall. 
Great avalanches of ice and snow- 
slide down the mountain sides and 
bury the traveler beneath them. 
Sometimes the cold makes a person 
numb and helpless. He can only 
sit on the snowy ground until help 
comes to him. 

About thirty thousand guests find 
shelter in the old monaster; 
year. This old, old house stands on 
a high mountain. There is a chapel, 
a dormitory, a museum, and a lib* 

rat v The doors are always open to 
travelers who ring the bell at the 
high iron entrance gate. 

A road goes by the monastery. 
It has been cut through the solid 
rock of the mountain. It was once 
a narrow pass. Through this pass 
many armies have marched. The 
Roman legions passed thai way 
The sun shone on their helmets and 
long shields. Thev carried two 
edged swords and light spears. 
They were going ovei the mountains 
to conquer Gaul. 

Napoleon led his great army ovei 
the St. Bernard Pass. He wanted 
to be king of the world. The armies 
of Austria and of Italy passed the 
old monastery cm then way to wai . 

Tin- leaders of these armies want 

ed to conqnei and to rule. Some- 
times thev won the battles that the-v 

fought. Sometimes they ruled foi 

a short time, then thev were con 
tpieted by other leaders and their 
empires vanished. 

Hitiing hundreds of years of con- 
quest, the St. Bernard monks and 
the r don shave quietly saved the lives 
of thousands of pers« ns. The v have 
worked hard, Thev have worked 
well. Theil work of service has not 
disappeared as the work of conquest 
has. 

The great modern inventions have 
brought the civilized world closer to 
the old monastery. Telephones con- 
nect the roads in the Alps with towns 
at the foot of the mountains. The 
monks carry thermos bottles with 
hot coffee as thev travel ewer the 
mountains. Automobiles climb the 
steep road through the St. Bernard 
Pass. Still the St. Bernard dogs 

are trained by the the monks to 
rescue lost travelers. The bells 
ring during storms. The gates swing 
open and the dogs go out to search 
for lost persons.
